5 —  Laboratory  Facilities 

All  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  relating  to  water, 
milk  and  ice-cream  are  carried  out  for  your  area  by  the  Glamorgan 
County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  The  Parade,  Cardiff. 


6 —  Care  of  the  Aged 

(a)  As  is  permitted  by  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 

Section  31,  the  product  of  a penny  rate  is  made  available  to 
Old  Age  Pensioners’  Association  within  your  area.  The 
Associations  are  informed  that  the  money  available  to  them 
is  for  the  benefit  of  all  old  people  within  your  area  of  the 
Association  concerned. 
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(b)  Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

In  the  latter  half  of  1966,  a Meals  on  Wheels  Service 
was  introduced  by  this  authority.  Three  mini  vans  were  pur- 
chased and  specially  adapted  for  the  service,  and  six  lady 
drivers  were  engaged  to  deliver  the  meals  which  are  delivered 
each  day  during  the  five  day  week. 

Meals  are  provided  to  handicapped  aged  persons  who 
are  unable  or  find  difficulty  in  cooking  their  own  meals.  This 
is  done  in  the  hope  of  overcoming  malnutrition  which  fre- 
quently occurs  in  the  aged  due  to  an  inadequate  diet.  An 
average  of  185  aged  people  receive  two  hot  meals  per  week  in 
their  homes  at  a cost  to  them  of  l/3d.  per  meal.  The  cost 
of  the  meal  to  the  authority  is  3/-  and  is  obtained  from 
caterers  on  the  Industrial  Estate. 

The  total  cost  of  the  service  for  the  financial  year 
1967/68  was  £5,689,  half  of  which  is  borne  by  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council. 

(c)  A further  aid  to  the  aged  is  provided  through  a donation 
of  £300  made  to  the  Porthcawl  Rest  Convalescent  Home 
which  enables  them  to  spend  a holiday  or  short  period  of 
convalescence  there.  In  recent  years  the  Rest  Home  has  been 
modernised  and  facilities  improved  and  all  those  who  visit 
praise  the  arrangements  which  exist  for  their  enjoyment. 

7 — National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead 

During  the  year  the  cost  of  burying  two  persons  was  accepted 
by  your  Council. 

The  total  amount  expended  under  this  section  of  the  Act  was 
£67  18s.  Od.  of  which  £50  was  recovered. 

(b)  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  need  of  Care  and 
attention. 

A compulsory  removal  order  was  obtained  in  one  case  under 
this  section.  One  other  person  was  found  to  be  in  need  of  care 
and  protection  and  was  persuaded  to  be  voluntarily  admitted  to 
hospital.

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SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 


I. — Water, 

The  statutory  water  undertaking  for  the  Rural  District  is  the 
Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  of  which  the  Council  is  a constituent 
authority  with  five  members  sitting  on  the  Board.  The  other 
constituent  authorities  are  Cowbridge  Borough,  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Bridgend,  Maesteg,  Porthcawl  and  Ogmore  and  Garw,  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Cowbridge. 

The  Board  serves  in  all  a population  of  approximately  144,000 
with  an  average  of  1\  million  gallons  a day  rising  to  8^  million 
gallons  a day  in  times  of  dry  weather. 

The  Board  owns  a number  of  sources  of  water,  both  surface 
and  underground,  throughout  its  area.  Penybont  receives  its 
supply  from  numerous  sources,  the  two  main  sources,  however,  are 
a soft  upland  water  from  the  head-waters  of  the  River  Ogmore 
and  its  tributaries  and  a hard  water  from  the  large  underground 
source  at  Schwyll,  near  Ogmore-by-Sea. 

There  are  24  dwellings  without  a mains  water  supply;  these 
are  isolated  farms  or  dwellings  which  have  their  own  arrangements 
for  utilising  a nearby  water  source. 

There  are  no  stand  pipes  within  the  district,  each  house 
receiving  an  individual  water  supply. 


2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered.  Where 
there  is  an  absence  of  sewers,  pail  closets  and  cesspools  are  in  use. 


3. — Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House  Refuse 
throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 


4. — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

With  the  provision  of  sewerage  schemes  in  Wick  and  Coy- 
church,  it  was  anticipated  that  the  many  problems  associated  with 
cesspit  cleansing  would  tend  to  reduce.  Development  areas  how- 
ever, have  naturally  taken  place  in  the  more  rural  areas  of  the 
district  and  consequently  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  older 
cesspits  have  failed  to  keep  pace  with  the  new  ones  being  con- 
structed. It  is  also  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  fully  man  the

vehicles  available  resulting  in  further  delay  between  application  and 
cleansing.  It  is  understandable  to  appreciate  the  annoyance  of 
applicants  in  these  circumstances,  bearing  in  mind  the  conservation 
of  water  usage  in  comparison  with  their  neighbours  in  sewered  areas 
where  no  thought  need  be  given  to  the  amount  of  water  consumed. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  areas  where  it  is  feasible  for  sewerage 
schemes  to  be  provided  will  be  pressed  expeditiously  ahead  antici- 
pating the  major  scheme  of  the  Penybont  Main  Sewerage  Board. 


Under  the  new  scheme  for  cleansing  each  private  hou.se  is 
allowed  38,000  gallons  per  year,  with  variations  for  combined 
dwellings,  public  houses,  etc.  Under  the  Building  Regulations  it 
is  now  necessary  for  all  new  cesspits  to  have  a capacity  of  4,000 
gallons  minimum.  Previously  there  were  no  dimensions  to  guide 
the  developer,  which  often  led  to  the  construction  of  small  cesspits 
and  subsequent  problems. 


The  Council  have  four  cleansing  vehicles. 


5. — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale  in  parts 
of  the  parishes  of  Pyle,  Llangynwyd  Lower  and  Newcastle  Higher. 


6. — Public  Health  Inspection  of  the  Area.

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7. — Caravan  Sites. 


There  are  five  sites  established  in  the  area,  four  are  privately 
owned  and  licensed  by  the  authority.  These  are  Wig  Fach  352, 
Ogmore-by-Sea  150,  Kenfig  58  and  Danygraig  25.  Parts  of  the 
sites  at  Wig  Fach  and  Ogmore-by-Sea  are  occupied  by  residential 
caravans ; the  number  at  Ogmore-by-Sea  are  gradually  being 
reduced  and  will  be  replaced  by  holiday  caravans.  The  Heron- 
stone  site  is  owned  and  was  developed  by  the  Council  and  house 
60  families  in  residential  caravans. 

No  major  public  health  problems  occured  on  any  of  the  sites 
during  the  year. 


8. — Rodent  Control. 

A full  time  rodent  operative  is  employed  by  the  Council  for 
the  eradication  of  rats  and  mice.  Private  householders’  complaints 
are  treated  free  of  charge  and  business  premises  are  covered  by 
an  all  in  charge  of  '10/-  per  hour.

9. — Shops. 

Routine  inspections  of  shops  both  under  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  the  Hygiene  Regulations  are  carried 
out.  Generally  the  conditions  existing  are  satisfactory ; most 
proprietors  and  managers  accept  the  necessity  for  enforcement  of 
Statutes  and  receive  most  visits  quite  amicably.  Many  are  grateful 
for  the  advice  and  guidance  given  which  very  frequently  enhances 
the  general  appearance  of  the  shop.  They  are  also  sometimes 
grateful  for  diverting  the  responsibility  of  enforcement  of  personal 
hygiene  away  from  themselves.

Court  Proceedings. 

A number  of  applications  were  made  to  the  Magistrates  Court 
for  nuisance  orders,  where  owners  had  failed  to  carry  out  works 
in  response  to  informal  letter.  In  all  cases  Orders  were  granted. 
One  case  involved  failure  to  comply  with  a Magistrates  Order, 
which  resulted  in  a fine  of  £5  being  imposed.  The  poultry  farm 
to  which  this  case  refers  is  unfortunately  likely  to  be  a continuing 
source  of  nuisance,  being  situated  very  near  to  residential  areas.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

'Milk  today  is  one  of  the  safest  of  foods.  In  the  past  it  has 
been  responsible  for  many  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  outbreaks  of 
diseases  such  as  scarlet  and  undulent  fever.  This  security  has  been 
achieved  by  the  control  of  tuberculosis  in  the  dairy  herds,  the 
supervision  of  milk  production  and  the  heat  treatment  given  to  most 
of  the  milk  we  drink. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

'Regular  inspection  of  all  shops,  stalls  and  vehicles  is  carried 
out. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
are  responsible  for  the  sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,
